"Blood Thaler." 


In @ catalogue of Higgins' collection, 
(sold by G.C. Adams in 1905), the following note oc- 
curs (No. 205) reiative to the Thaler of Hessen cas- 
sel issued in 1778;

“struck from silver received from 
England for services of Hessian soldiers during the 
American War, called @subsidy money.? ” 


This note was probably written by Higgins 
as Adams did not have sufficient numismatic knowledge 
to describe it. 


Chapman, in the Jenks Sale is more 
conservative, but has a note to the same effect. 


In neither of these descriptions is the 
term "Blood Thaler" recognized; but if you run across 
any mention of this coin in which the above name oc- 
curs, I would like to know of it. ‘there probably is 
one somewhere; = the trounle is to locate it. 


I thank you aiso for your notes on 
the new coins of Brazil which will be mentioned in the 
next report on foreign coins.
